THE LAST BATTLE

Any person who thinks that 
John Barleycorn is dead and be- 
yond revival has not been looking 
about him. The liquor interests 
are arming for a conflict on the 
northern part of the continent, 
more desperate in its nature and 
violent in its manner than any 
which has gone hefore. It is like- 
ly to be the last struggle. 

Prohibition came more quickly 
in this country and across the line 
than the liquor interests imagined. 
What they thought would drag on 
for several years, and perhaps be 
delayed indefinitely, because of the 
emergency, happened in a very 
few months. John Barleycorn 
Was caught napping. But he is 
‘wide awake now, 
| The battle of the temperance 
| people is twofold. One is to en- 
force the legislation \. lich has 
been won. . That is sufficiently di- 
fficult. Conditions are vastly bet- 
ter under prohibition than they 
were before. These empty but oft 
repeated assertions that there is 
more liquor drinking now than be- 
fore are part of the lying propa- 
ganda of the people who are try- 
ing to tear down this legislation. 

But liquor people are prepar- 
ing for a counter attack. It will 
not be a local battle this time, or 
a*@fional one, but an internation- 
al one. 

We can watch more clearly the 
methods that are being adopted 
across the line. We cai catch the 
drift in this country. We can see 
the invidious attempt in the press 
in the theatres and in various oth- 
er ways. 
| The people generally are satisfi- 
ed with the principles of prohib- 
ition, It is working better than 
most expected, though not as well

A Limit To Wages 
—0o— 

The Russia Sovicts are able to 
give labor in some cases consider- 
aly more than it produces—the- 
oretically. Their wage payments 
often run to a hundred and fifty 
percent or more ofthe total value 
of the factory output; but those 
payments are made in rapidly de- 
preciating paper money. In a 
community that aspires to remain 
more or less solvent, what labor 
produces must obviously be the ut- 
most limit ef wages. It is seldom 
easy in any given case to fix that 
utmost limit, because the price of 
a particular commodity may” be 
raised. 


For example, miners’ wa- 


ges may |e» arked up ten or twen- 
ty per cent. aud the price of coal 


be accord:ngly advanced. Also, 
in ev ery privately owned industry 
there is normally a fairly elastic 
aargin of profit which may ofter 
be levied upon to increase wages. 

Often therefore, labor has an id- 
ea that wages migft be raised in- 
definitely at any given time’ or in 
aby given industry. Yet there is 
at any given time in any given in- 
dustry, a fairly hard-and-fast lim- 
it. The case of the railroads just 
now offers an illustration. Due 
largely, though by no means whol- 
ly, to increased wages operating 
expense of railroads have risen 
steadily month by month until 
in December of 1918——the 
latest month for which complete 
report has been made—they am- 
ounted to ninety per cent of gross 
receipts: though December was an 
exceptionally favorable winter 
month for railroad operations be- 
cause of good weather conditions, 
and though the charge to the pub- 
lic for transportation had been in- 
creased thirty per cent or so by 
raising freight and passenger rate, 
Notwithstanding the increased 
charges to the public amounting to 
more than a hundred million doll- 


ars a month, or at the rate of near- |: 


ly a billion and a quarter a year, 
expenses absorbed nine-tenths of 
the receipts, and no inconsiderable 
part of the remainder will be ab- 
sorbed by taxes. 

Many interests and industries 
are already complaining loudly of 
the burden which increased char- 
ges for transportation devolve up- 
on them in this period of readjust- 
ment. Another sweeping advance 
might handicgp varlous tndustries 
in rather serious fashion. But it 
is difficult to see how the present 
scale of operating costs can 

aintained without another sweep

Bentley Notes 


Bentley was visited last week,.on 
Thursday with another disastrous 
fire, although fortunately not as 
extensive as the last one, The 
Co-operative store buildings; 
which have been a land mark on 
the valley side for twenty years 
are a black ruin, and only that 
the wind was not heavy arid echan- 
ged favorably when the blaze was 
at its worst, was the grist mill, 
blacksmith shop and implement 
sheds of Geo. Garries saved. The 
cause of the fire is unknown. The 
staff was working away in the 
store as usual and™ Mr. Bolton, 
the new manager went to the door 
at the rear of the eroeety depart- 
ment for something... When he 
opened the door he found the back 
part a mass of flames and smoke, 
This was about 10,30 a.m. ‘No 
one had been in the back part all 
morning, hut Mr, Chapman. when 
he went to get the coal for the 
fires when they first opened up. 

’ The part where the fire started 
was an old ice house, in which 
there had been saw dust lying for 
years, and was used as an extra 
store room, The oil tanks and bar 
rels were between this and the 
grocery deparament. The most 
reasonable explanation is that]; 
spontaneous combustion took »pla-: 
ee and there was plenty of ‘goo 
fuel for it to feed upon, 

The buildings were all old and 
dry and packed to the roof with 
goods and in a very short time 
{there was nothing left but a 
smoldering heap of tin eans and 
rope, ete. 

There was quite a few farmers in 
town at the time and there was 
plenty of help to carry out such 
stock as could be reached. in 


this way most of the dry goods 
and boots and shoes‘in the front 
part were saved. There was a 
large pile of this, but it was mud- 
dy and snowing and much of the 
dry goods is the worse for the mo- 
ving. There was possibly about 
$4000.00 worth of goods saved’ As 
to what could be realized on it is 
another matter, as most people 
are looking for snaps at fire sales. 

There was over $20,000.00 
worth of stock at the reeent in- 
ventory besides the store and fit- 
tings. On this there was $12,000. 
insurance on the stoek and $1600 
on the buildings and $400 on the 
fittings. The adjuster was out on 
Saturday and it is expected that 


‘Tall the insurance on the buildings 


and stock will be paid. 

The directors beld a meeting on 
Saturday night and were all 
strongly in favor of carrying on. 
They have secured the old Monroe 
building at the rear of the garage 
and are making it fit for service. 
A full supply of groceries are ex- 
pected on Wednesday and possib- 
ly the store will be doing businese 
as usual on Saturday. <A 
ing of the shareholders is called 
for Wednesday of this week. It 
is a hard blow to the new con- 
cern but uundgr the circumstances, 
it might have been worse, 

The fire should lead us to take 
stock of our chances against it. 
One thing very apparent is lack 
of organization; we have never 
lheard of a fire drill in the village

roof had fallen in. It was the 
bell that called their attention to 
it and we rang the bell as soon as 
we accidently found about the fire. 
[The first thing to happen when

jh help you ean; there should be 


a fire signal arranged for the tel- 
ephone system and the bell should 
be rung. Another difficulty is the 
water supply. The town should 
own a good sized water wagon and 
have it filled with water all the 
time so that a good supply could 
be at any building in a few mijn-
